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PRESENT POLICY IS 
UPflODJ 


Wilson's Advisors Depend Upon Carranza 
to Punish Villa Bandits Who 
Killed Americans 


Washington, 
Jan. 
14.—At 
today'á 
cabinet meeting it was decided that the 
present policy would be maintained and 
Gen. Carranza would be depended upoj 
to punish the Villa bandits who killed 
American citizens. 


No formal announcement was made, 
but officials close to the president de- 
clared the administration had no inten- 
tion of armed intervention in Mexico at 
present. 
• It was reiterated Carranza should bo 
given an opportunity to demonstrate his 
ability to resore order. 
This was en- 
couraged by a telegram from Carranza 
to his ambassador here promising ever/ 
effcrt to run down the bandits. 


The attacks on the administration in 
the senate and house were gone over 
at the meeting and Secretarj'- Lansing 
presented reports from the border. 


It was generally agreed that beyond 
making 
the 
representations 
already 
sent to Carranza with Avhich he had 
promised to comply no further steps 
should be taken at present. 


Carranza Emphatic in Promise. 


. Gen. Carranza today telegraphed hts 
ambassador here as follows from his 
hcJi-dquarters at Queretaro:

First Direct Assurance. 


Gen. Carranza's dispatch was the first 
direct assurances that he will comply 
with the urgent representations of the 
United tSates government. 


Upon the success of the steps he takes 
the next move in the Mexican situation 
seems 
to 
de-^end. 
After 
Chairman 
Btonc, of the senate foreign relations 
committee, had discussed the situation 
with the president, he returned to the 
senate chamber and again expressed the 
view that the "United States should not 
move toward armed intervention until 
the Carranza government had demon- 
Btrated whether it was capable of con- 
trolling the country. 
Senator Works, 
republican, introduced a resolution pro- 
posing armed intervention and declared 
that congress should share with the 
president the responsibility for whatever 
is done. 


Added Nothing New. 


State department dispatches added 
practically nothing new to the situation 
in Mexico. 


OflScials are awaiting the full facts 
in the case before determining whether 
the Carranza government was respon- 
sible for the tragedy. 
These facts are 
being gathered by consular representa- 
tives in Mexico along the border and 
from other reliable sources. 


Secretary Lansing again warns Amer- 
icans 
in 
Mexico 
to 
leave 
districts 
"where there is revolutionary trouble ' 
and he indicates that American consuls 
may be withdrawn pending the restor- 
ation of order. 


Senator Works, republican of Califor- 
nia, today introduced a resolution a\i- 
thorizing and directing the president to 
intervene in Mexico to establish and 
maintain a government there until it is 
safe to withdraw. 


Stone Seea President. 


Chairman Stone, of the senate' for- 
eign relations committee conferred on 
the Mexican situation early today with 
President Wilson. 
He said he was 
gathering information of the adminis- 
tration's attitude with which to meet 
attacks in the senate. 
Senator Stono 
said after his conference that he did 
not expect Ahierican troops would be 
sent into Mexico unless there were ftir- 
ther developmentg to force it. He con- 
sidered that the Villa clement, enraged 
by the recognition of Carranza, were 
determined 
to; attack ' Americans 
to 
force interventfon. 


He plainly indicated: that the admin- 
istration will look to C^Tran*a to con- 
trol the situation and pimish the ban- 
dits. 


Senator Stone said tliere was no 
present intention of calling a meeting 
of the foreign -.relations committee to 
consider the pending resiolntions pro- 
posing interfer^ce :in Mexico.

Fights Are Numerous. 


Numerous fights broke out between 
foreigners and Americans, with a num- 
ber of soldiers participating. The Mex- 
ican quarter was invaded and the for- 
eigners sought shelter from enraged 
Americans. Policemen went from hotel 
to hotel, 
advising 
Mexicans to seek 
safety. 


A secret meeting of mining and cafc- 
tlp men was held, it was said, to or- 
ganize an expedition to cross into Mex- 
ico and himt down the slayers of their 
former companions. 
The meeting end- 
ed, however, without any action being 
taken. 


One hundred and fifty arrests were 
made during the night. 
Beyond a few 
broken heads, it Avas found none of the 
Mexicans 
had 
sustained 
serious 
in- 
juries. 


When Disorder Started 


The disorders started early in the 
evening when a squad of soldiers in 
double column marched down El Paso 
street and declared they intended to 
"clean tho^ 
street" of Mexicans. 
Every 
Mexican encountered was bowled over. 
If be resisted he was overpowered and 
beaten.

Per.shing ordered 
four 
com- 
panies of the Sixteenth infantry to 
take charge after it was seen thn't the 
police were imable 
to cope with the 
situation and lines of troops advanced 
four abreast tlirough the streets and 
established sentries on street corners. 


Orders were issued that no one should 
be allowed on the streets without a 
permit signed by the provost marshal.

Today's War News 
Given in Summary 


Cettinje, the Montenegrin capital, 
has been taken by the Austrians. It 
now seems inevitable that Montent- 
gro will experience the fate that bt- 
tell Serbia, as there appears to be 
little interference- with the speedy 
overrunning of the remauder of the 
Montenegrin kingdom by the power- 
ful Austrian armies, which already 
have eaten deeply into Montenegrin 
territory of the northeast and south- 
west. 


The fall of Cettinje was seen only 
to be a question of time when th<i 
Austrians took Mount Lovcen, the 
dominating height nearby, and yes- 
terday, it was announced, that the 
Montenegrins 
were 
preparing 
to 
evacuate the little city which had 
been their seat of government. The 
Montenegrin force that was offering 
a desperate, but hopeless resistance 
in the Lovcen sector, is being pur- 
sued, 
the 
Vienua 
announcemenc 
states. 


Today's announcement from Vi- 
enna concerning 
the 
Montenegria 
campaign seems to dispose quite ef- 
fectually of the reports that a truce 
witii Montenegro had been conclud- 
ed. 


Although the expected drive of the 
Teutonic allies against Salonild iws 
not 3ret been begim, numerous minor 
operations are being carried out along 
the front in that region.

New York, Jan. 14.—Albert Clark, a 
private in the Fifth United States in- 
fantry, was removed from the steam- 
ship Santa Marta, at Jamaica, by a 
British neutrality officer, according to 
passengers who arrived here on tho 
Santa Marta today.

tained a shore several hours, Clark was 
allowed to return to the ship and pro- 
ceed here.

months in the canal rone, was proceed- 
ing to Washington under orders to re- 
port to the adjutant general, and was 
in full uniform when he was temporar- 
ily removed from 
the 
Santa Marta, 
which Hies the American flag.

said to be the first time a United States 
soldier has been removed imder similar 
conditions 
from an American 
vessel 
since the war of 1812. 


When the Santa Marta stopped at 
Jamaica en route from Colon to New 
^York a British neutrality officer board- 
ed the vessel and closely questioned ail 
passengers

nationality. 
Clark said he was bom near Vienna, but 
had taken out his first American citizen- 
ship papers some time ago.

trality officer left the ship without com-

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M r . Cline's Campaign. 


Representative Cyrus Cline, Avho is J I O W seeking renomination as 
the democratic candidate for congress from tliis district at the pri- 
maries to be held in March next, lias issued a statement to the voters 
of the district relative to his campaign. He conceives it to be not 
only in aocord with the wishes of the people he represents, but a very 
clear public duty to remain at his post in Washington, attending to 
the affairs of his office at this important time rather than to absent 
himself in order to make a personal campaign over the district. 


We think there will be the most general assent to Mr. Cline's 
position and universal commendation of his decision. 
The people 
elect represenatives in congress as their spokesmen and their dele- 
gates in transacting the affairs of the nation. In the largest measure 
Mr. Cline is the personal emissary of all the people of the six coun- 
ties comprising the Twelfth congressional district, commissioned by 
them to represent them in the national legislative halls. He is serv- 
ing them best by a strict attention to public business. The aspirant 
se-ekixig- re-election is suri'ounded by conditions wholly unlike those 
which obtain in a first race. He has a duty to the people to discharge 
that does not devolve upon any man seeking a first term in public po- 
sition. If it involves a sacrifice of personal interests, that sacrifice 
mjist be made or he is failing to do his whole duty. Mr. Cline could 
doiibtless improve his personal chances to the extent of making some 
votes in a personal canvass of the district, but it would be by neglect 
of the duty which the voters of the district have commissioned him to 
perform. That duty is to represent them, md not to campaign for 
re-eleetion. Nor will Mr. Cline be the sufferer by reason of his patri- 
otic choice. The people will be quick to see that in attending strictly 
to public business and tni>ii!tng the people of the district as to his 
own political future he is justifying the confidence they have reposed 
in him. 


The pi-ogressive chairman of Owen county is out in an extended 
protest against the deal fixed up by State Chairman Lee under which 
J. Frank Hanly agreed to accept the progressive nomination for gov- 
ernor of Indiana this year, and expresses the belief that unless it is 
repudiated the result will be the death of the bull moose party in In- 
diana. Still, there is always a chance that the Owen county man may 
unduly alarmed. 
Political parties are somewhat difficult to kill. 
They survive a good many surprisingly severe jolts—as witness the 
rescusitation of the republican organization after having received 
what was diagnosed as its death blow at Chicago four years iigo. 
The progressive organization in Indiana should be able to demon- 
strate that it can survive even Mr. Lee's negotiations with Mr. Hanly 
in which he is reputed to have made some pronounced platform con- 
cessions in order to enlist the militant former republican governor as 
the state standard-bearer this year. 


The Marion county council, at Indianapolis, has made an appro- 


, priation of $80,000 for a county hospital for the treatment of tuber- 
uular patients, and the move is one which is to be commended. That 
expenditure will be returned many fold in the conservation of human 
life. Not every county in the state, perhaps, can afford an appropria- 
tion of such magnitude for this purpose, but every county ought to be 
doing something definite along this li;ie. The day is coming, too, 
when that fact will be realized so strongly that every county wiU 
have its own tuberculosis hospit^. 


The superintendent of the state penal farm says the crying need 
of that institution just now is for able-bodied men to do the work that 
is necessary to be done in preparation for the new year's crops. Most 
of the men who have been Sentenced to the penal farm by the courts 
appear to belong to that well-known class of individuals who are too 
heavy for light work and too light for heavy work, so that herein 
the institution is called upon to face another situation that belongs 
in the crisis class.

Mr. Johnson, the new county attor- 
ney, believes that more is to be gained

this is so, but why ubt examine both? 
Mr. Johnson's plan as outlined appears 
to be an improvement. 
The Proctor 
law provides that no license shall be 
renewed to an individual tAvice convict- 
ed of violating the liquor laws. Appli- 
cations for renewal, as examined by the 
county attorney, »how a remarkable 
number of first convictions, but few, if 
any, second convictions. 
This indicates 
that, immediately 
following one con- 
viction, a transfer has been obtained. 


It is expected to learn by the new 
plan what influence breweries have on 
Indianapolis 
saloon 
property. 
Mr. 
Johnson has found that breweries or 
brewery holding companies control con- 
siderable property that is utilized for 
saloon purposes. 
Adopting partly the 
view held in Kansas City that brewery

ed and pimished." Where a bar room 
is controlled by a bi"c\very or a brew-

agency, the real power is not that 
of the license-holder, or the bartender, 
who may be placed under arrest.

may be guilty of misdemeanor, but tlio 
actual and persistent offender is the ele- 
ment back of the saloon. 


Not infrequently it is possible for the 
county commissioners to know this. A 
saloon may have a bad reputation, and 
so may the operator. The operator'may 
be punished, but the saloon—or tiie li- 
cense—remains. 
By attacking the li- 
cense, the coxyity attorney may broaden 
his field of usefulness. The plan is to 
number each license and it will retain 
this number no matter how many trans- 
fers are made. Each time a holder gets 
into trouble, this fact will be marked 
up against the license. It is thus only 
a short step to the discovery of i'nflu- 
ences back of the license, and this ought 
to check the control by breweries. Alto- 
gether, it seems that Mr. Johnson's plan 
is well worth trying.

Fort Wayne Man is Quoted 
in Stoimy Clash Over 
Philippines. 


Washington, Jan. 14.—^When Repre- 
sentative Austin, republican of Tennes- 
see, declared in the house yesterday that 
Manuel Queson, the Philippine resident 
commissioner, was the leader of a Phil- 
ippine home rule government and cus- 
todian of a fund for influencing legisla- 
tion, there was a heated tilt between 
them. 
Mr, Queson indignantly denied 
the allegations in a speech that drew 
much applause and Mr. Austin réplied, 
naming Newton W. Gilbert, former vice 
governor of the Philippines, a^ author- 
ity for his statement. 


Commissioner Queson said he had been 
.«spending money for home rule literature*. 
Austin replied that Queaon had been 
collecting money from working people 
in the Philippines, saying he needed it 
for favorable legislation. 
Mr. Gilbert, 
Austin added, had said Queson told him 
In» once banqueted fifty-seven members 
of congress in order to influence them. 


"It is not true," Mr. Queson shouted. 
"It is true that I gave that banquet ; 


I, too; have had members dine with me 
at times and they have asked me to 
dine with them, but I never sought to 
influence any of them by banquets or 
meals, nor do I think they ever tried 
to influence me." 


Mr. Austin insisted that the ,Filipinos 
were not ready for home rule. It would 
place them at the mercy of Japan and 
endanger 5,000 Americans, he added. 


"Why not tell the Americans to come 
home?" asked Representative Rucker, 
democrat, of Missouri. 


"Would you have the president send 


them the same unpatriotic message that 
he sent to Mexico?" Mr. Austin re- 
sponded. 
Republicans cheered loudly.

,on the name of the Lord shall be saved.— 
.Acts 2:21. 


Coinpftring verse one (R. V.) with 
the last clause of yerse 15, we con- 
t«lude that this was one early morning 
'prayer meeting which drew a crowd. 
In this crowd ( w . 9, 10) and on this 
occasion 
we 
see 
In miniature 
the 
evangelism of the world. 
What Peter 
hoped to accomplish is an interesting 
speculation and is answered by his 
manner and mode of testimony. 
Hia 
famous "sermon" consists of 12 verses, 
and the balance In quotations from 
Joel, Psalms, etc. 


I. The Empowered Witness, vv. I4- 
86. 
(1) Peter testified" that Jesus is 
alive, 
(a) These men, speaking by 
the power of the Spirit, are not drunk- 
en, but are speaking in soberness of 
a great fact, 
(b) This that they hear 
"IB that" prophecled by Joel 
(2:28, 
29). 
This Jesus of whom they have 
been speaking had fulfilled this proph- 
ecy by mighty deeds (v. 22), by hav- 
ing risen from the dead (v. 23) and 
of this the disciples were all witnesses 
(v. 32); he had also been "exalted" 
(v. S3), and his glory Peter had wit- 
nessed upon the mount (II Peter 1: 
16-18). 
(2) Peter asserts that whoso- 
ever believes in Jesua as Lord and 
Christ, the Anointed One, the Messiah, 
shall be saved (vv. 21, 36). 
(a) 
He 
shall be saved from sin and misery in 
this world; (b) saved unto a life eter- 
nal; 
(c) he shall receive this same 
power the disciples had received. Pe- 
ter's witnessing is the same as Jesus 
has a right to expect of us, the testi- 
mony of personal experience, backed 
up by the word of God. 
Jesus was in- 
dorsed by his miracles, the testimony 
of those who had seen him as the 
risen Lord and by his fulfillment of 
Messianic prophecy. 


He was also exalted in the testi- 
mony given in all tongues by the em- 
powering spirit. 


II. The Powerful Re»ult, w . 37-42. 
The truth of Peter's word^ was car- 
ried home by the Holy Spirit produc- 
ing deep conviction of sin. 
(1) Con- 
version. 
The question of verse 37 
was a result. 
They had seen the 
place of Jesus in the plan of prophecy 
of Clod. 
They saw the boldness of 
these disciples and they also 
saw 
their sin. 
(2) Confession. 
Peter's an- 
swer to their question was plain and 
simple, 
(a) "Repent," i. e„ change 
their minds and their attitude towards 
Jesus, from that which had caused 
his crucifixion, to one of absolute sur- 
render, of repentance and renunciation 
of sin; the surrender of the will to 
Jesus as Lord. 
(2) "Be baptized." 
Outward water baptism is involved, 
but it is the symbol of the inward 
change of neart, of the renunciation 
of sin, death to self (Rom. 6:4) and 
the putting on of Christ (Gal. 3:26, 27). 
(3) Continuance (v. 42). 
Having ac- 
cepted and confessed Christ, they were 
to teach others, to have fellowship 
with believers in prayer and in break- 
ing of bread} to continue "in the way." 


III. Added Evidence of Power, vv. 
43-47. 
This passage is not a brief for 
communism. 
It is interesting to note 
that this communism was among be- 
lievers (v. 44). 
It was for a special 
occasion, for they had "tarried at Je- 
rusalem" many 
days, 
and 
beyond 
doubt had not provided for a long 
visit. 
It was according as each "had 
need." 
It was purely voluntary (5: 
4, 9). 
The Holy Spirit, however, does 
bring unity and altruism among be- 
lievers which expresses itself in social 
relations and service. 
There is 
a 
difference between the gift of the Holy 
Spirit and the. Holy Spirit's gifts (I 
Cor. 12). 
The baptism of the Holy 
Spirit or "the gift of the Holy Ghost" 
is always dependent upon real re- 
pentance and is accompanied by re- 
mission of sins. 
This experience is 
the blood-bought 
right of every be- 
liever in the Lord Jesus Christ. 
To 
"receive" is to take or to claim, and 
by simple prayer and faith that to 
which we have a right (Acts 4:31; 8: 
15, 16; Luke 11:13; I John 5:14, 15). 
By making Jesus Lord and Christ we 
shall receive the promise (v. 39) which, 
Peter declared, was for Jewish be- 
lievers, their children for coming gen- 
erations, and "all that are afar 
oS, 
even as many as the Lord our God 
ehall call," i. e., gentiles of every 
coming century. 


In, other words, Pentecost was but 
an episode which ushered in an age, 
the age of the Holy Spirit, and he 
Is for every child of God, Jewish and 
gentile, in every age and in every 
church. 


During that apostolic age every new 
manifestation of the spirit through its 
accompanying addition to the num- 
ber of believers—"The Lord added day 
by day those that were saved 
. 
. 
. 
many believers; 
believers were the 
more

multitudes 
of 
both men and women 
.

word ot God increased; a great com- 
pany of the priests were obedient to 
the faith." 


Peter's sermon honors the Scripture, 
Christ and the Holy* Spirit. The spirit 
can and does use the living word 
in preparing men for the kingdom of, 
God.

Non-Union Men Open Fire 
at Valve Plant in East 
Chicago. 


Chicago. 
Jan. 
14.—Strikers 
and 
pickets rioted near the plant 
of 
the 
Edward A'alve Manufacturing plant iii 
East Chicago last evening. 


Actual gun play occurred in front of 
the main entrance of the plant at One 
Hundred and Fortv-fifth street and the 
Baltimore and Oliio railroad tracks. Fif- 
teen or twenty pickets, representing th,i 
600 striking workers, were patrolling the 
street, while company watchmen 
and 
city policemen patrolled the sidewalk. 


just as the day shift went off work 
the main gates of the company's barbed 
wire topped stockade opened and a.n .au- 
tomobile containing eight .strik:e break- 
ers and a company driver rolled out ac 
a speed calculated to take the car past 
the group of jiickets without molesta- 
tion. 
Something happened to the cai, 
and it came to a stop in the middle of 
the street. 


Strikers. Surround Car. 


The strikers, some twenty in number, 
immediatelv surrounded the automobile. 
Several of "the strike breakers started 
to jump out and run back into the 
plant. 
The policemen forced their way 
to positions between the strikers and 
the stalled motor. 


One of thé strike breakers drew a re- 
volver and 
fired, 
apparently into the 
crowd of strikers. 
The shot went wild; 
the strikers drew back, and the strike 
breakers put them on the run b 
firing 
two more shots after them. 
Tht police 
then overpowered the man with the gnu. 


At the East Chicago avenue station, 
where he was taken by Police Captain 
John Kintsky, the man gave the name 
of George W. Block, and the address of 
2050 Augusta street, Chicago. 
He told 
the police that he Ixj^d become frighten- 
ed and fire>. only in the belief that the 
strikers were about to treat him vio- 
lently. 


Promised Him Protection. 


Block said that he had been brought 
to Chicago as a strike breaker and that 
the »company had agieed to take him 
and a niimber of other strike breakers 
in and out of the plant in automobiles, 
so that they would not be molested by 
the strikers.

"No newspaper, circular, pamphlet or 
publication of any kind containing any 
advertisement of any lottery, gift enter- 
prise or scheme 
of any kind offering 
prizes, dependent in whole or in part 
upon lot or chance, or containing 
any 
list of the prizes draw or awarded by 
means of any such lotterr, gift,, enter- 
prise or scheme, whether said list con- 
tains any part or all of such prizes, ehar 
be deposited in or carried by the mails 
of the United States or delivered by a n j 
postmaster or letter carrier.''

Has Almost Perfect Protec- 
tion from His Paternal 
Government.

Tlic AsBOciatcd Press).—In many ways 
at least the German working man or 
employe of any kind receives the most 
perfect 
protection 
from his paternal 
goverliment of any similar person in the 
world.

A soldier^ wounded in the war, was 
invalided home and discharged.

outly he received a position as a hotel 
porter. 
He had hardly held the job a 
fortnight, however, when he was missed 
one day just as a guest arrivctl.

was astonished as ho opened the door 
to find the missing porter, fully clothed 
p.nd with very muddy boots, badly under 
the iwllucncc of liquor, lying on 
the 
guest's • bed. 


The hotel proprietor Bumuiarily dis- 
missed the pbrter.

His 
famous "termon" consists of 12 Tenet, 
and the b*lanc* in quotations from 
Jo«l. Psalms, etc. 


I. Th« Empowered Wit new, vv. 14- 


M. 
(1) Peter testified that Jesus la 


aliTe.v (a) These men, speaking by 
the power of the Spirit, are not arunic- 
«Q, but are speaking in soberness of 
a treat fact, (b) This that they hear 
"la that" prophecled by Joel (2:28, 
2»). This Jesus of whom they have 
bees speaking had fulfilled thin proph- 
ecy by mighty deeds (v. 22), by haT- 
Ing risen from the dead (v. 23) and 
ot this the disciples were all witnesses 
(T. 32); he had also been "exalted" 
(T. 33), and his glory Peter had wit- 
nessed upon the mount (II Peter 1: 
16-18). (2) peter asserts that whoso- 
ever believes in Jesus ^s Lord and 
Chrlet, the Anointed One, the Messiah, 
Bhall be saved (vv. 21, 36). (a) He 
shall be saved from sin and misery in 
this world; (b) saved unto a life eter- 
nal; (c) he shall receive this sama 
power the disciples had received. Pe- 
ter's witnessing is th» same as Jesus 
has a right to expect of us, the testi- 
mony of personal experience, backed 
up by the word of God. Jesus was in- 
dorsed by his miracles, the testimony 
of those who had seen him as the 
risen' Lord and by his fulfillment ol 
Messianic prophecy. 


'He was also exalted in the testi- 


mony given in all tongues by the em- 
powering spirit. 


II. The Powerful Result, w. 37-42. 


The truth of Peter's words was car- 
ried home by the Holy Spirit produc- 
ing deep conviction of sin. (1) Con- 
version. 
The question, of verse 37 


was a result. 
They had seen the 


place of Jesus in the plan of prophecy 
of God. 
They saw the boldness of 


these disciples and they also saw 
their sin. (2) Confession. Peter's an- 
swer to their question was plain and 
simple, 
(a) "Repent," i. e., change 


thsir minds and their attitude towards 
Jesus, from that which bad caused 
his crucifixion, to one of absolute sur- 
render, of repentance and renunciation 
of sin; the surrender of the will to 
Jesus as Lord. 
(2) "Be baptized." 


Outward water baptism is involved, 
bnt it is the symbol of the inward 
change ot neart, of the renunciation 
of sin, death to self (Rom. 6:4) and 
the putting on of Christ (Gal. 3:26,27). 
(3) Continuance (v. 42). Having ac- 
cepted and confessed Christ, they were 
to teach others, to have fellowship 
with believers In prayer and in break- 
ing of bread, to continue "in the way." 


III. Added Evidence of Power, vv. 


43-47. This passage is not a brief for 
communism. It is interesting to note 
that this communism was among be- 
lievers (v. 44). It was for a special 
occasion, for they had "tarried at Je- 
rusalem." many days, aod beyond 
doubt had not provided for a long 
visit. It was according as each "had 
need." 
It was purely voluntary (6: 


4, 9). The Holy Spirit, however, does 
bring unity and altruism among be- 
lievers which expresses itself in social 
relations and service. 
There is a 


difference between the gift of the Holy 
Spirit and the Holy Spirit's gifts (I 
Cor. 12). 
The baptism of the Holy 


Spirit or "the gift of the Holy Ghost" 
is always dependent upon real re- 
pentance and is accompanied by re- 
mission of sins. This experience is 
the blood-bought right of every be- 
liever in the Lord Jesus Christ. To 
"receive" is to take or to claim, and 
by simple prayer and faith that to 
which we have a right (Acts 4:31; 8: 
15, 16; Luke 11:13; I John 5:14, 15). 
By making. Jesus Lord and Christ we 
shall receive the promise (v. 39) which, 
Peter declared, wag for Jewish be- 
lievers, their children for coming gen- 
erations, and "all that are afar oft, 
even as many as the Lord our God 
shall call," i. e., gentiles of every 
coming century. 


In other words, Pentecost was but 


an episode which ushered in an age, 
the age of the Holy Spirit, and ho 
is for every child of God, Jewish and 
gentile, in every age and in every 
church. 


During that apostolic age every new 


manifestation of the spirit through its 
accompanying addition to the num- 
ber of believers—"The Lord added day 
by day those that were saved . . . 
many believers; believers were the 
more added . . . multitudes of 
both men and women . . . the 
word ot God increased; a great.Com- 
pany of the priests were obedient to 
the faith." 


Peter's sermon honors the Scripture, 


Christ and the Holy* Spirit. The spirit 
can and does use the living word 
in preparing men for the kingdom of 
God.
